President Asks 
Elimination of Com 
Acreage Allotments 


WASHINGTON <U.P> - President 
Eisenhower recommended to Con­ 
gress today a farm program da- 
signed to take the government in­ 
creasingly out of agriculture and 
put the farmer more on hia own. 
His proposal called for lower 
price supports on major crops and 
dairy products, and for increased 
authority to set acreage allotments 
for cotton, wheat, rice, peanuts, 
and tobacco. 
It also asked for elimination of 
acreage allotments for corn, th* 
Midwest’s big cash crop. 
The president told Congress in 
a special message that the present 
farm program is “unrealistic" and 
outmoded. 
It is imperative, he said, that 
Congress draft new policies geared 
to “the technological revolution in 
agriculture " 
Modify Price Supports 
The 
President's 14-point pro­ 
gram, if adopted, would reduce the 
government’s role in agriculture, e 
step recommended by Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson, end 
give farmers more freedom to pro­ 
duce, 
It would make farmers more de­ 
pendent on the open merket and 
less dependent on government pay­ 
ments for their income. 
The President said few of tho 
dollars spent on agricultural pro­ 
grams have been of appreciable 
help to the small farmer. 
“Price supports have scant m ess­ 
ing to a farmer with little to sell,” 
he said. 
“Basic 
agricultural 
legislation 
now on the books waa originally 
devised as an emergency effort to 
cope with a depression, then chant­ 
ed to help fight a war, and aube* 
quently revised again in an effort 
to meet the needs of paseo," Eis­ 
enhower said. 
"It baa not boon 
adequately modified to deal with 
the effects of the technological 
revolution in agriculture. 
“This must be done now."

wait until April 15 to file a final 
return.

Secretary to Set Rates 
Eisenhower urged Congress to 
widen the price support range on 
the basic crops of corn, cotton, 
wheat, rice, peanuts, and tobacco, 
and dairy products from 75 to 90 
per cent of parity to 60 to 90 per 
I cent of parity. 
Parity is the price 
needed to give farmers a fair re­ 
turn for the things they sell in 
relation to the cost of things they 
j must buy. 
He suggested that Congress per 
mit the support rates to be set ad 
ministratively—by the agriculture 
secretary. 
He said the secretary 
would offer supports on the basic 
crops "at levels as high as could 
be justified under the criteria spe 
! citied by law.” 
The inclusion of lower supports 
I for dairy products was something 
of a surprise. 
Benson recently announced that 
the dairy rates for the dairy mar 
keting year beginning in 
April 
would be at 75 per cent of parity. 
The announcement caused consul 
erable agitation in Congress and 
among dairy groups. 
Based on Average Quality 
Eisenhower asked for authority 
to increase acreage allotments for 
cotton, wheat, rice, peanuts, and 
tobacco. Under the proposal, acre 
age alloments for these crops could 
be increased up to 50 per cent 
above the levels determined by ex­ 
isting formulas. 
Any acreage increases, he said, 
“must be related to price adjust­ 
ments which will permit the growth 
of markets necessary to absorb the 
increased production.” 
He said that price supports for 
cotton, the South’s major crop, 
should be based on average qual 
ity.
